Of U.S. Tour

Henry A. Wallace, who long hu 
found an audience among Ulnne- 
•otans, was hare today on the tint' 
stop of a stumping tour to carry bU 
"fight tor peace" to the .natloo. 

Ttie former vice-president who 
was ousted from hla cabinet poet- 
by President Truman, was expected 
to attract upwards of lOJKO i 
to the municipal ai)dltorium. 

He was the guest of the Demo- 
cratic— Pathet-Labor party, beh* to 
the third party that hi the Uto 
IfiSO's burled MlnnesoU Repub- 
licans and Democrats alike under 
an avalanche of votes. It was in 
behalf ot that party that Wallace 
spoke before sn esthnated 13,000 
persons last October in the DFL'a 
luckless election campaign. 

Co-sponsors were a number ot 
state labor groups, both AFL ind 
CIO, and the IndelMndent voters of 
MInnesotf. And although Interest 
hi Walhwe's first major speech 
since his return to this country waa 
high, sponsors were giving tht event 
strong publicity. 

Dr. Theodore Jorgenson, the DPL 
candldste tor the senate seat won by 
former Oovernor Edward J. Thye, 
has praised Wallace'* speeches 
sbroad. 

"I have not heard what might be 
called an American gospel preached 
in Europe by anyone except Henry 
Wallace," he said. 

This Has accepted as a pointed 
reference to Hlnnesota'a Harold E. 
Stassen, the only announced Re- 
publican presidential aspirant, who 
returned to his home Tliursday from 
a trip abroad In which he purposely 
"missed" Wallace's Stockholm ad-

Surgeon Says 
Tri-PartFace 
Beauty Secret 

OHICAOO. May 13 (UJD— A ptaatle 
aurgeon said today that a girl is 
beautlTui tf she can divide her face 
Into three equal parts. 

Dr. Oscar J. Becker of the tjnlver- 
•Ity of Illinois college of medicine 
described his rule of three for pretty 
faces before the nilnois state medi- 
cal society. 

"You measure the nose, the fore- 
head from the iiatrltne to the bridge 
of the nose, and the lower face from 
tha upper lip to the oliln," he said. 
"If they're all three the tame length 
she's a humdinger." 

Hattara Worse 

Becker said straightening and 
shortening a long hooked nose only 
makes matters worse If the patient 
also has a receding chin, 

"Remodeling the noae only em- 
phaalses the lack bf proportion In 
the profile line,' he aaid. "If you're 
going to reshape the nose you've 
also got to build out the chin." 

The Burgeon described an opera- 
tion for remodelling noses and chins 
simultaneously. The "hump" of 
cartllege removed from the nose la 
slipped into the Up of the chin 
through a smalt incision. 

Jawa No Problem 

People with protruding Jaws are 
a simpler problem, Becker aald. The 
surgeon simply shortens the nose 
because firm Jews look better with 
shorter noaes. 

Becker said he frequently gives 
patients a preview of their re- 
modelled faces by sketching the 
proposed changes on profile photo- 
graphs. While the patient watches, 
he blocks out a bit of note here, 
draws in some more chin there. 

"We can try variMis combinations 
of put-and-take on such a sketch." 
he said, "and form a fairly accurate

Time and again I've seen playeri 
who go around In from 83 to 100 
handicap themselves by picking the 
wrong club. 

It Is bad golf even If they make 
a good shot. And say a golfer who 
goes around In 6S chooses the wrong 
club five times and makes as many 
poor shots. Tou can see what It does 
to hia score. 

But if a golfer realizes his capa- 
blUties, he should know how to 
select hit cluhi.

MOSCOW, May U W) — When 
Bttsslan audlencei we the fortb- 
oomJng Soviet cinema, "nia Battle 
of Btalingntd," they wlU see PTtme 
Hinlita' Stalin depleted u accus- 
tng Britain and the U. 8. of breaking 
a solemn promlie to open a western 
front In Europe tn 1M3 so that Rus- 
Bla would b« "bled whlt«" and her 
allies could dictate the temu of the 
peace. 

Qtcerpta from the script, pub- 
lished yesterday In the Moscow 
News, only English language paper 
In the Soviet union, show Wli^ton 
Churchill as the principal mover 
against the second front. President 
Roosevelt la presented aa opposing 
him, but powerless to' alter the Brit- 
ish prttne minister's determination. 

The script has Roosevelt say In K 
at one point: "There Is only one 
thing for which I am too old and 
that Is to drag Churchill across the 
chapnel In chains." 

At another point Stalin is depicted 
as saying to the audience, foUowing 
a Moscow conference attenddT by 
Churchill and former U. S. Am- 
bassador to Russia W. Averell Harrl- 
man: 

"It Is clear. A campaign In Africa 
and then Italy. jThey simply want 
to reach the Balkans first. They 
want us to be bled whlt« so they can 
dictate the terms later. 

"TTiey want us to flgbt their bat- 
tles for them. It won't work. We 
shall have the Slavs on our side. 
They hope we shall give up Stalin- 
grad and lose the springboard for 
the offensive. That won't work 
either."

The senate bill provided lor nip- 
port of tbe domestic wool market 
. at the 1M9 price level. The house 
•grloulture committee amended this 
to provide that the secretary may 
Inpoie Import feee It the domeatlo 
market la in danger of being "im- 
paired" by Importations. The fee 
also would apply as a "floor tax" 
on foreign wool already stored when- 
ever It might be released from 
warehouses tor sale. 

Representatives Barrett, R., Wyo., 
and Granger, D., Utah, two leaders 
In the house nght for the Jeglsla- 
ttoc. told a reporter that wool- 
growers are ready to drop the section 
providing for fixing of fees by the 
Moretary of agriculture and the 
"floor tax." 

Both aald that much of the oppo- 
■Itioa to the bill originated with 
tbe Boiton wool trade. Last week, 
Repreaentatlve Lane, D„ Mass., ae- 
aerted in a eUtement that the wool 
bill. If paved, would "give spur to 
tbe inflationary menace."
